HOUSE WILL RECEIVE

WASHINGTON, June 28.—(/)— 
A compromise TVA bill, unacceptable 
to the administration, today cleared 
the last hurdle on the way to the 
house floor and a big fight. 

The rules committee voted to let the 
trouble-packed bill come up—probably 
|the week after next—under a rule al- 
lowing six hours’ general debate. 
| But it rejected a request reported 
to have its source in the White House, 
‘for two motions to send the measure 
back to the military committee for 
|changes before a final vote. 

Supporters of the vast Tennessee 
Valley project, meanwhile, were plot- 
ting a campaign to knock out on the 
floor the features of the legislation at 
which President Roosevelt has direct- 
ed his séverest criticism. 

Asserting that he had _ conferred 
with the President, Representative 
Rankin, democrat, Mississippi, co- 
author of the original TVA act, told 
the rules committee that in asking for 
two motions to recommit, “I express 
the views of the administration.” 

A single motion, as approved by the 
rules committee, will work to the ad- 
vantage of TVA foes, he contended. It 
will give them a chance to tighten up 
the bill, he said, should any adminis- 
tration-desired changes be accepted on 
the floor, but it will handicap friends 
of TVA by denying them a last min- 
ute opportunity to liberalize the meas- 
ure.

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TAKE THE OATH—OR QUIT 

The demand that teachers take 
oaths of loyalty to the constitution 
of the United States is termed by 
Kenneth Gould, member of the 
Council on Social Economic Edu- 
cation, as an effort to ‘‘subordinate 
the educational profession to the 
demands of an imposed governmen- 
tal discipline.” 

Taking the further position that 
oaths of loyalty put a checkrein on 
intelligence and place a premium on 
sterile conformity, this radical writ- 
er holds that ‘the preservation of 
our cultural heritage demands 
wider front of co-operation with 
progressive movements.” 

There is nothing in an oath of 
loyalty to the American constitu- 
tion, the most profound govern- 
mental document ever composed, to 
prevent the teaching of progressive 
thought—but it does checkmate the 
teaching of subversive ideas and 
theories. That is where the shoe 
pinches those who have been given 
too great latitude in the past in 
the presentation of unsound and 
un-American doctrines to the youth 
of this country. 

The colleges and _ schools of 
America are jammed with teachers 
who are imparting to their students 
the radical and destructive theories 
that have undermined government 
and brought chaos in other nations. 

As an avowed representative of 
the school of thought that approves 
such methods of instruction, Mr. 
Gould takes the position that the 
basic loyalty of teachers should not 
be to any specific institution of gov- 
ernment, but ‘“‘to the disinterested 
search for truth and its diffusion 
among both the young people who 
come under their care and the adult 
members of the community.” 

In other words, to let every Tom, 


Dick and Harry decide for himself, 


what the ‘truth’ is and then im- 
part it to the young people who 
will be the leaders of the country 
in years to come. 

Since the objection to the oath 
of loyalty indicates that it is not 
felt that the truth is to be found 
in the constitution, what is to pre- 
vent those of radical thought from 
finding it in the teachings of com- 
munism, naziism or any of the other 
political quackeries that rise over- 
night, do widespread damage and 
then disappéar before the destruc- 
tive influences of what is really the 


truth with regard to the proper re-| 


lations between government and 
governed? 

Over a period of more than 150 
years the people of America have 
found safety, prosperity and good 
government under the constitution. 
It is the most advanced, and at the 
same time the most liberal, pro- 
tector of the rights of the people 
of any doctrine of government ever 


created.

The general idea that the state’s 
poor showing is the result of illit- 
eracy among the negroes is not in 
keeping with the facts, since a large 
percentage of those not able to read 
or write is among the white pop- 
‘ulation. This is true even among 
the several thousand iliterates in 
Atlanta. 

There is no excuse for adult il- 
literacy in a state having one of the 
oldest public school systems in the 
country, and it is to be hoped that 
the drive carried on so successfully 
in 1934 will be continued until this 
blot on the good name of the state 
is wiped out. 


THE ZEPHYR SHOWS THE WAY 


Expansion of the Burlington 
Zephyr, the first superspeed train 
to be operated in the United States, 
from a three-car to a four-car train, 
made necessary because of steadily 
increasing patronage, indicates the 
lines upon which American railroads 
will be developed in future. 


Since its christening the Zephyr 
has covered 138,937 miles in its 
daily round trip from Lincoln via 
Omaha to Kansas City and upon its 
three-day lay-off for the insertion 
of another coach into the fabricated 
|train, microscopic inspection of 
'eyery moving part revealed no sign 
‘of wearing or deterioration. 


| Already the Burlington has put 
‘into operation two other stream- 
‘lined, high-speed trains between 
'Chicago and St. Paul and Minneapo- 
lis, each train traveling 882 miles 
a day—almost twice as fast as the 
fastest train drawn by steam loco- 
‘motive has ever made the trip on 
regular schedule. 

During its seven months’ service 
the Zephyr has shown an increase 
in passenger traffic over the two 
shines trains it supplanted of 136 
per cent, while the increase for the 
entire Burlington system was only 
18 per cent. The popularity of the 
train is revealed by the average of 
106 passengers per day, although 
the seating capacity was only 72, 
the high average being made pos- 
sible by numerous short-distance 
passengers. 

The record of the Zephyr is all 
the more remarkable in view of the 
fact that it has been an experiment, 
with careful study being made for 
'possible improvements. Among the 
most conspicuous facts developed in 
this record is that the cost for the 
500-mile daily trip has averaged 
approximately 35 cents per mile, as 
compared with a cost of 65 cents 
per mile in the case of the steam 
equipment it supplanted, 


Embodying the lessons _learned 
from the study of the Zephyr, the 
two similar trains put on between 
Chicago and Minneapolis operate on 
a considerably faster schedule. Most 
of the trips made by these trains 
have been sell-outs and a 50 per 
cent increase in passengers has 
been recorded, with a greater than 
75 per cent decrease in operation 
costs, 

The significance of the popularity 
of the streamlined, high-speed 
trains is pointed out in the follow- 
ing statement issued by the Bur- 
lington system:

The ‘Normandie’ Story. 


The Normandie, giant of the seas, 
captured the blue ribbon of the At- 
lantic, the prize for the fastest cross- 
ing, on her first voyage to America 
and then beat her own record once 
more on the way back to France.

Disaster at Wittenberg. 


A powder factory blew up near Wit- 
tenberg the other day and caused the 
death of many workers. Reporters of 
the French papers who rushed to the 
scene of the disaster were promptly 
arrested and their notes confiscated. 
What did the German authorities seek 
to hide? The question rises inevitably. 
The factory worked three shifts. Mr. 
Goebbels, upon learning of the disas- 
ter, declared that the victims had died 
on the national field of honor. What 
has the national honor of Germany to 
do with a powder factory? German 
newspaper were not permitted to pub- 
lish any details on the catastrophe, 
beyond the official communique given 
out by the government. 

It has been established, neverthe- 
less, for such things will out, that the 
employes of that factory were under 
oath not to reveal what they were 
really manufacturing in that plant.

What it . was 
they manufacture at Wittenberg is 
still a mystery, but that it was some- 
thing of a secret military character 
is beyond all doubt. There is no oth- 
er country in the world where such 
things are happening. Germany is not 
only driving for war, she is planning a 
war of such ruthlessness and terror, 
that the nations against whom _ she 
turns will be paralyzed with fear and 
trepidation. Of course, there will be 
plenty of apologists of Germany to 
deny this and call me a liar. I hope to 
God I am a liar.

Dr. Helen Mackay said (Archives 
of Diseases of Childhood, 2,65, °34) 
that the first sign of A-deficiency in 
children is undue susceptibility to skin 
‘infections such as_ boils, impetigo, 
‘pimples, which are slow in healing. 
'Tater the skin becomes too dry and 
gives off a fine scurf. The hair loses 
its luster. 

In the British Medical Journal, 
2113, ’34, G. P. Goodwin described 
the case of a boy 10 years old with 
A-deficiency. The skin of the legs and 
feet particularly was dry, and there 
was a popular eruption mainly over 
the legs. With six weeks of cod-liver 
oil treatment (internally) this cleared 
up. A similar skin condition, which 
'proved to be due to vitamin A de- 
‘ficiency, was observed in a number of 
| prisoners by Lowenthal, in Africa. 
‘The main features Lowelthal noted 
| were dryness, itching, papular erup- 
ition, and in some cases inflammation 
| of hair follicles or roots. The erup- 
|tion resembled ordinary acne but the 
'papules or pimples did not pustulate. 
By giving the prisoners one ounce of 
eod liver oil daily Lowenthal succeed- 
ed in clearing up the skin condition, 
as well as the xerophthalmia and 
night-blindness which many of the 
prisoners had. 

Total deprivation of vitamins is 
rare in this country, and the more 
‘dramatic deficiency diseases are ac- 
‘cordingly less likely to occur. But 
'partial Jack of one or more vitamins 
‘is far more frequent than we have 
suspected, and it begins to be appar- 
ent now that a great many mild dis- 
turbances of nutrition and health, for 
which some persons hardly think it 
worth while to consult a physician at 
all, drift along unrecognized or wrong- 
ly diagnosed and hence improperly 
treated. 
| Unfortunately, we have no accurate 
‘or precise tests by which we can de- 
termine whether a given person is suf- 
‘fering from deficiency of this or that

‘vitamin, although we have rough tests 
l for A-deficiency and for C-deficiency. 
Until such definite tests are available 
we must rely on the clinical test— 
that is, if there is reason to suspect 
a deficiency of one or more vitamins, 
give the patient an optimal ration of 
the vitamins in question and see 


whether that helps.

After long 
argument with the Spanish govern- 
ment he had finally obtained a con- 
tract for a series of paid propaganda 
stories, to be disguised aS news, ex- 
tolling the attractions of Spain to 
tourists with special emphasis on the 
tranquility of politics and the do- 
mestic peace prevailing throughout 
the country. 

The business manager of the Eng- 
lish-speaking paper had lived in Paris 
a long time, had adjusted himself to

Mr. Laird, on a previous occasion, 
left the press box, stepped onto a 
ball yard and chased a noted athlete 
out of the park and the motto, “All 
right: we fight” is inscribed across 
his shield in famous letters. He has 
fought often, with fairly consistent 
success and with a strange joviality 
which relieves his fights of that ill- 
feeling and cold politeness which mar 
the duel of arms.

ABUNDANCE OF LIFE. 
It is impossible to stand in a wood- 
ed glade late in the afternoon and look 
into the slanting rays of the sun with-

Most of what 
you will see here will be insects of va- 
rious sizes, but that need not discour- 
age you if you want to see life as it is 
lived in the forests.

There are many thousands 
species of insects which embrace all 
types of habits. There are vegetable 
eaters that correspond to the seed- 
eating birds and the rodents elsewhere 
in the animal scale. There are blood 
suckers that take the place of the 
more spectacular vampire bats, There 
are carnivorous insects which we 
might compare safely with the lions 
and tigers of the furry beasts. Just 
think, also, of the marvelous range of 
adaptation shown in the insects. 
Most of the insects you seein the’ 
woods I have in mind, at least—will| 
be mosquitoes, They will be simply | 
dancing spots, ephemeral bith of gos | 
samer betrayed by the sunshine. Oc- 
casionally the path of a dragon fly 
crosses that of a mosquito and the

Once in a while 
a tiny bird drops out of a tree te en- 
gulf another insect. Still the evening 
dance goes on; there appears to be 
another insect to take the place of 
every one that is eaten. 

. larger spot appears in the beam f 
of light and bobs a slow course across ~ 
the little opening. When it gets out 
of the light and close enough to be 
Seen it is evident that we have added 
crane-flies to our list for the day. 
Crane-flies, by the way, are very like 
mosquitoes in appearance except that 
they are much larger. In the past two 
years, since this column made its bow 
to The Constitution’s readers, a num 
ber of people have brought in speci- ¥" 
mens of crane flies which they had ° 
given the name of “giant mosquitoes,” 
but their relief at finding they were 
mistaken quite overcame their disap- 
pointment at not setting a record of 
some sort. 

When the sun has gone behind the 
hill, the moths begin to flutter about, 
I don’t mean the gorgeous big silk- 
worm moths, but the little fellows that 
come from the “measuring worms.” 
These little moths appear to issue 
from almost every leaf and crevice in 
the bark of the surrounding trees and 
we find new evidence that insect life 
is about the most abundant expression 
of nature's lavishnesgs.

ocean supplies the motive power for 


the great midwest dust storms, was

Huge masses of ocean air go hav- 
wire after they drift across the Rock- 
les, and dig turbulent finger into the 
great “dust bowl.” 

Battling them. as if trying to con- 
serve the soil, are other vast masses 
of air which come from the land. from 
the far northwest of North America. 

These two atmospheric titans ex- 
plain much of the spectacular dust 
visitations which have covered the 
whole western United States in the 
last three years. 

They were explained by G. R. Par- 
kinson, meteorologist, of the Trans- 
continental & Western Airlines. Kan- 
sas City. They were observed mostly 
from airplanes, and as part of the 
new “air mass” forecasting of the 
United States Weather Bureau. 

Air mass forecasts deal with im- 
mense upper bodies of air. lakes of at- 
mosphere, two miles or more deep, 
sometimes a third the size of the 
United States, that wander ahout and 
create most of the “weather.” 

The two masses, which play with 
dust storms are named polar Pa- 
cific, the air from the north Pacific. 
and polar continental, the air from 
northern Canada and Alaska.

gregated more than $600,000 above 
April, the American Iron & Steel In- 
stitute announced today. 

This was despite a drop in average 
rate of production, and slight decreas- 
es in average earnings per hour and 
average hours per week worked. Steel 
circles attributed the increase chiefly 
to the fact that there was one more 
work day in May than in April. 

Total pay rolls for the month were 
$46.493,536, compared with $45,890.- 
244 in April. Operations of the indus- | 
try averaged 43.53 per cent of ca- | 
pacity in May as against 45.28 per 
cent in April. 

In May, 1934, when operations were 
at 56.40 per cent, the highest in 1934 
and nearly 50 per cent above May of 
this year, the pay roll for the month 
was $51,895.931 or 11.6 per cent 
above May, 1935. 

Total employment in the steel in- 
dustry was 421,470 in May, 1935, a 
decrease of three-fourths of 1 per 
cent from the total of 424.623 em- 
ployes in April. Employment in the 
peak month, May, 1954, was 449.362. 

Average hourly wage rate of the 
steel industry in May was 65.5 cents 
—a slight decrease from the average 
rate of 65.9 cents per hour paid in | 
|April, but ahead of the average rate | 
‘of 64.6 cents per hour paid in May, 
(1934. The average number of hours 
|worked per week by wage-earning em- | 
ployes in May, 1935, was 33.9, com-
